The Defense Department plans to 
ask Congress to let it draft 18- 
year-dlds and tighten deferment

He 
said a manpower bill would be 
submitted to Congress within 
two weeks, designed to mect ad- 
ditional needs for men for the 
armed services.

“Their escape climaxed a savage 
four-day battle. It began when 
the reorganized North Korean 
Twelfth Division slipped in from 
the northeast. The Reds strad- 
dled the two ROK ‘supply and 
withdrawal routes leading south 
from Hongchon, approximately 22 
miles north of Wonju. | 

With the South Koreans safely 
back, heavily outnumbered Amer- 
ican, French and Dutch troops 
Friday pulled their lines back 
closer to Wonju. 

Danger Hastened Withdrawal. 

“The danger of encirclement by 
the four North Korean divisions 
pushing south to the east and 
west of this U.N. force precipi- 
tated Friday’s withdrawal. Field 
intelligence officers said the Reds 
are already nearly parallel to 
Wonju on one flank. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters has said that seven Com- 
munist armies—probably about 
210,000 men—are swarming south 
from the Chunchon area toward 
Wonju. 

Gen. MacArthur’s intelligence 
experts said the Red masses ap- 
parently hope to nip off and de- 
stroy U.N. forces holding Wonju.

Kriz said the commission felt 
that appreciable traffic relief 
could be obtained by staggering 
working hours of large numbers 
of office and clerical workers in 
the downtown area.

Iceland with its 170,000 e 
about as many as live in a New 
York Assembly district—gets a 
trifling sum of $2,000,000 or $3,- 
000,000 a year which subsidizes 
its standard of living beyond any 
normal natural capacity.

Greece will probably have to 
be financed to the tune of $50,- 
600,000 next year (down from 
$90,000,000 this year). 

All the residual needs of the 
sticky cases can probably be

ery from the original Marshall 
plan appropriation of five bil- 
lion dollars in 1948. 

One school of thought in Paris 
feels that the Marshall plan 


should be kept going at least in

The huge military 
aid program, if left unaccom- 
panied by civilian aid, will give 
oviet propagandists an easy 
chance to twist American policy 
into one bent on war alone.

This school feels that 
the psychological lift to the 
American people of knowing that 
one good job. is finished will be 
enormous. It also feels that the 
knowledge to European govern- 
ments and people that they are no 
longer beggars getting charity 
will greatly stiffen their self-re-

It is felt in Paris that those 
who want to end the plan will 
prevail and by March, when the 
Marshall plan goes before Con- 
gress, officials will tell Congress 
the job is finished.

President Undaunted Despite Strain---Yet 


Facts, Giving Them to the People and 
Creating Atmosphere of National Action. 


of Sifting Complex

HE President’s message on the State of the Union, to be deliv- 
éred Monday, is the beginning of the supreme test of the 
leadership of Harry S, Truman. During the next months, he 
must deal with a refractory, sordidly partisan and increasingly 
isolationist Congress. He must unite a worried and divided country. 
He must prepare to meet the challenge of a gigantic world crisis, 
which will thfeaten the independence and even the survival of the 


United States, 


Above all, the President must 
do all these things simultaneously 
and at once, restoring to America 
the lost power of decisive national 
action before this spring or sum- 
mer, is now all important. 
April, or May, or June, is the 
probable date of the final Soviet 
move in Europe, which can con- 
ceivably leave this country with 
its national position all but irre- 
trievably impaired. 

Basically Unchanged. 

Those who ought to know give 
an interesting picture of the way 
Truman is responding to this 
worst situation that ever con- 
fronted an American president. 
Basically, he is unchanged. While 
the world reels and totters, 
Truman White House continues 
its established round—the morn- 
ing staff meetings, Maj. Gen. 
Harry Vaughan’s jokes, the Presi- 
dent's endless hours at his desk, 
the occasional evening poker par- 
ties, the weekends down the Po- 
tomac. To the extent that Truman 
shows the strain at all, it shows 
in a marked increase of nervous 
tension and a greater tendency 
to give way ta his hot temper. 
(As has been disclosed, the Hume 
letter was not the first such epi- 


sode; this sort of thing merely | ac 


happens more often, nowadays). 


Yet for all the strain, Harry S. 
Truman is still the same decent, 
generally kindly if occasionally 
vindictive, and above all brave 
man. Courage is the prime qual- 
ity he brings to his overwhelming 
task. While his advisers wrung 
their hands, it was Truman who 
suggested that he go to Moscow 
and “have it out with Stalin,” 
when the dread news came of the 
first massive Chinese attack in 
Korea. If courage is all that is 
wanted, Truman can be counted 
upon. 

More Than Courage Needed. 

Unfortunately, however, in the 
existing situation, courage is not 
gll that is wanted. The Presi- 
dent must also be able to carry 
in his hands all the innumerable 
threads of many complex develop- 
ments. He must see that all the 
different kinds of effort to unify 
our allies, to re-arm the free 
world, and to control our own 
economy, all march forward 
abreast. He must manage contin- 
uously to disentangle good from 
bad in a great uproar of conflict- 
ing advice. And because he finds 
it so difficult to do all these 
multifarious and ‘complicated 


other things, the value of his sim- 
ple courage is depreciated. 

Perhaps the most illuminating 
comment on Truman came from 
a man very close to him, who said, 
“The President was absolutely at 
his best in the 1948 election, when 
what was needed was only the 
willingness to slug it out.” The 
remark implied a weakness in all 
‘the finer points, from footwork 
to feinting. 

The President in fact has 
these main deficiencies. He 
has little power te analyze com- 
plex arrays of facts, so that he 
can act upon them forehandedly 
—witness his evident unpre- 


He has even less power to pre- 
sent complex facts to the - 
country in a simple and con- 
vincing way—witness his cou- 
rageous but ineffectual speech 
on the national emergency. 
And he has no power at all te 
create the climate, the atmos- 
phere of national action—wit- 
ness the events of every day. 

These three powers or knacks, 
of correctly analyzing complex 
facts, presenting them clearly to 
the people, and creating the cli- 
mate in which the facts will be 
upon, are unfortunately the 
thre& essential powers of the 
democratic leader. They are the 
tools that the democratic leader 
needs to do his job successfully 
and efficiently. 

Ill-Equipped for Task. 
Thus the greatest and strong- 


est of the democratic societies, | 


on which the whole world-future 
now squarely depends, is headed 
in this desperately critical instant 
in history by a man ill-equipped 
for the high task of democratic 
leadership. On the surface, 
looks very bad. 

But it will not be bad, if the 
country and the Congress take 
e President for what he is, 
ing grateful. for his decency 
and bravery, not looking. to him 
for the other qualities which he 
does not seem able to supply. 
Resoluteness in the country, fore- 
sight and nationalmindedness 
among the politicians, can take us 
through the dark times ahead. 
Perhaps it is not a bad thing that 
in this crisis we cannot look up 
to the father-image of a great 
leader, but have only a good man 
at our head. For if we DO get 
through—and no one can doubt 
that we somehow shall—the vigor 


and inner energy of this nation 
will be proven for good and all.

The nerve gases are more toxic 
than any previously known war 
gases and are nearly colorless and 
odorless. They are liquids which 
yield toxic vapors when they evap- 
orate. Since most of the chemical 
would be laid’ down on or near 
the ground, the highest concentra- 
tion would be near the ground. 

The nerve gases are hydrolyzed 
(decomposed) slowly by water and 
more rapidly by strong alkali. The 
resulting hydrolysis products are 
less toxic than the original nerve 
gas. 


Some of the nerve gases are 
persistent; others are relatively 
nonpersistent. They may be ab- 
sorbed into the body through the 
lungs by inhalation, through the 
skin and mucous membranes such 
as those of the eye, and through 
the gastro-intestinal tract by 
swallowing saliva contaminated 
with the material. 

The nerve gases inhibit a vital 
enzyme, cholinesterase, which de- 
stroys acetylcholine. Acetylcholine 
is a substance produced by nerve 
stimulation and, if not destroyed 
at a proper rate, it overstimulates 
the parasympat etic herve end- 
ings which control such vital func- 
tions as respiration and circula- 
tion.

FIGHT NERVE GASES 


EDGEWOOD, Md., Jan. 5 (AP) 
-The Army Chemical Corps an- 
nounced today that one of ita 
doctors has made a discovery 
which may lead to finding a way 
to combat so-called “nerve gases.” 
The doctor is Harold E. Himwich; 
former professor of physiology 
and pharmacology at Albany 
(N.Y.) Medical College and, since 
1946, a specialist at the Army 
Chemical Center here, He is chief 
of clinical researth in the cen · 
ter’s medical division. 


Dr. Himwich has found that the 
drug atropine can be used to 
overcome the effects of another 
drug commonly known as DFP 
(Di-Isopropyl Fluoro-Phosphate).- 


DFP produces the same symp- 
toms as the nerve gases. Both 
bring on epileptic-type convul- 
sions. The brain, muscles and vital 
organs are thrown into a frenzy 
of activity. They finally become 
exhausted and paralyzed. DFP 
isn’t so powerful, but large doses 
of it can bring quick death. 

The similarity makes DFP an 
important laboratory tool for 
medical specialists working on the 
effects of nerve gases.

In making his choice of a civil defense direc- 


tation hub, Illinois affords a series of poten- 


tial targets. The state, with its civil defense 


director and new State’s Guard, to take the 
place of the National Guard, must Jead local 
units in erganizing civil defense and educating 
each of nearly 8,000,000 persons in what to do 
in an emergency. „ 

3. Highways—Deterioration of the highway 
system is at the expense of adequate produc- 
tion and transportation. To raise funds for re- 
building ‘worn-out roads, Gov. Stevenson pro- 
poses that truck, bus and trailer licenses be 
raised so as to be equalized on a ton-mile 
basis with fees paid by passenger cars. He 
asks also, that the state motor fuel tax be 
increased two cents a gallon to a total of five. 

4. Constitutional Revision—Thanks to adop- 
tion of the Gateway Amendment last November, 
Illinoig now has a chance to make long overdue 
changes in its 1870 Constitution. The Gov- 
ernor requests that the Legislature create a 
special commission, representing both branches, 
to study proposed changes, conduct hearings 
and recommend amendments to the Legislature 
for submission to the voters in 1952. 

5. Governmental Reorgantization—The Schae- 
fer or “Little Hoover”. Commission has made 
many proposals for improving structure and 
procedure; Some have been put in effect by 
state departments and agencies. Others will 
be applied by executive action. Still others re- 
quire legislative attention and action. The 
earlier these decisions are made the more it 
will help in preparing the state budget. 

6. Education — Three separate boards admin- 
ister the State's six institutions of higher edu- 
cation. Gov. Stevenson asks that a way be 
found to provide co-ordination, eliminate con- 
fusion and pointless rivalry and to promote 
wise decisions on appropriations, curriculums 
and research. 

7. Welfare Service—This most expensive re- 
sponsibility could be lessened by requiring 
those who are financially able to pay for the 
care of relatives committed to state institutions. 
Illinois is the only state which does not provide 
by law for voluntary payments. 

8. Law Enforcement—Permanent and proper 
remedy lies not in assumption by state authority 
of lgcal responsibility, but in faithful local of- 
ficials. The state can help by laws such as 
that in Wisconsin which conditions a liquor 
license on strict observance of anti-gambling 
laws. Since the Federal Government has out- 
lawed shipment of slot machines, a law in 
Illinois forbidding their manufacture would 
strike a blow at this highly organized racket. 

9. Apportionment and Elections — Congres- 
sional redistricting into 25 districts ds a neces- 
sity. Gov. Stevenson commends also high pri- 
ority for revision of the legislative apportion- 
ment, which grows increasingly out of balance 
with the years. He also proposes a shorter 
ballot by reducing the number of elective of- 
fices and calls for study of the advantages of 
a consolidated primary ballot which would make 
it unnecessary for voters to declare a party 
affiliation in the primary. 

Other worthy recommendations are made and 
certainly many other proposals will go before 
the legislators at Springfield. The way to ap- 
proach the common task of executive and law- 
maker is expressed well in Adlai Stevenson’s 
opening words: “The good that is done here 
for Illinois and the nation will profit all of 
us; the evil, none of us.” 
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Deflating Cold Cure Claims 


No matter what popular scientisteers may 
think, the medical profession by and large has 
yet to be convinced that the anti-histamine 
drugs are much good even for relieving cold 
symptoms, much less curing the colds. In the 
most recently reported of a series of reliable 
tests of the drugs’ effectiveness, 
histamines again were found to be no better, 
and no worse, as a cold treatment than pills 
with ‘ho medicinal content at all. 

Such were the findings of Dr. Noah D. 
Fabricant of the University of Illinois, who tried 
the experiment with 213 students who thought 
they were coming down with colds last winter. 
He reports the results in the current Archives 
of Otolaryngology. 

The fact seems to be that the benefits some 
people think they are getting from anti- 
histamines are purely psychological. On the 
basis of definite evidence available thus far, 
there appears to be no particular reason not 
to take the anti-histamines to relieve a cold’s 
symptoms. But unless a cold-sufferer is one of 
those who believes a pill, any ‘pill, will do 
wonders for him, there is no particular reason 
to take one, either. And what long-term ef- 
fects the drugs may have are still unknown.

Goodby to the Lame Ducks : 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion

Many members of final session of Eighty-first Congress had already 
been repudiated at the polls; yet such lame-duck sessions aren't what 
they used to be; Norris amendment reduced the confusion: next 
logical step would be to adopt reform of archaic electoral college.

A lame-duck session of Congress isn’t 
exactly what it used to be. A lame duck, 
of course, is a political officeholder, espe- 
cially a Senator or Representative, who 
has failed of re-election, or not sought it, 
but whose term has not quite expired. 


Ten of the 96 Senators in the recent 
final session of the Ejighty-first Congress 
and 67 of the 429 Representatives fell in 
this doleful category. In other words, a 
measurable part of that Congress had 
already been repudiated at the polls, 


In the old days, a lame-duck Congress 


convened in early December and met until 


March 4 This usu- 
ally meant three 
months of consider- 
able confusion and 
legislative irresponsi- 
bility. Many of the 
lame ducks would be 
more interested in 
angling for appoint- 
ive jobs elsewhere 
in the government 
service than in the 
conscientious dis- 
charge of their 
duties. 

As — producer 8 
national uncertainty, ; 
probably the worst seneive Ledge 
lame-duck session of all was that which 
began in December 1932, and lasted until 
March 4, 1933. Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
been overwhelmingly elected in November 
1932, and a heavily Democratic Congress 
had been chosen. Yet Herbert Hoover re- 


‘ mained in the White House, and a Con- 


gress narrowly divided between the parties 
quarreled on in the Capitol. This con- 
tributed largely to the gravest crisis of 
the whole depression. 

Happily, that was the last of the oldtime 
lame-duck sessions. Maehinery to get rid 


of them was already in motion. This was 


in the form of the Lame Duck (Twentieth) 
Amendment, which had been bong and pa- 
tiently sponsored by the late Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska. It was 
submitted to the states by Congress in 
March 1932. i 

It provided that a Congress elected in 
November should take office in early Jan- 
uary of the following year and that the 
President elected in November should be 


inaugurated Jan. 20. Formerly the in- 
auguration did not take place until March 
4, and the Congress did not meet, unless 
called in special session by the President, 
until the following December—or 13 
months after it had been elected. 


This long interval between the election 
of a Congress and its meeting was almost 
as bad a feature of the old system as the 
‘lame-duck session itself. Neither made for 
government acutely responsive to the pop- 
ular will. This had become so apparent 
that the Lame Duck Amendment was rati- 
fied within less than a year after its sub- 
mission and with very little dissent. The 
old system was, of course, a product of 
times in which travel and communications 
were infinitely slower than in ours. 


When the amendment was adopted, it . 


was generally supposed that thereafter 
there would be no lame-duck sessions at 
all. This was because Congress normally 
completed its year’s business long before 
election day. . 


But what we have had in recent years 
has been far from normalcy. In conse- 
quence, we saw lame-duck sessions in the 
crucial years of 1940, 1942 and 1944. An- 
other one—very brief—was held in 1948, 
and now we have seen a fifth. However, 
these latter-day lame-duck sessions have 
been of necessarily limited duration, and 
no one 
Norris. 

As a matter of fact, The Times is one of 
many who hope that the nation before too 
long will adopt another constitutional 
change persistently advocated by the great 
Nebraskan. He wanted to reform the ar- 
chaic electoral college system of electing 
Presidents, whereby it is possible, among 
other things, for a candidate for the.

TVA Proves Itself in Growth

Although the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity produces only a small percentage—per- 
haps 6 or 7 per cent—of the total electric 
power output of the United States, it 
continues to grow. 

Its latest report shows that the capacity 
of its power system has increased nearly 
four times since 1940. During the fiscal 
year covered by the report it produced 


17.5 billion kilowatt-hours, which was 12 


times as much as was generated in its 
region in 1933. Further construction now 
under way will bring the present installed 
capacity of 3,900,000 kilowatts to 4,900,000 
by 1953. _ |

It can 
evacuate its army, if it chooses to 
do so, and thus it can assure the 
Germans, if it wishes to, that if 
there is a third world war, at 
least that war will not start in the 
middle of Germany. 

Our position is less favorable. 
We cannot by any decision of our 
own re-unite the German nation. 
Our strategic proposals for the 
defense of Germany envisage—-as 
every German knows only too 
well—a decisive battle in ghe 
heart of Germany. 

For these reasons, which T be- 
lieve are compelling, it would be 
a total misreading of the actual 
situation to suppose that we have 
a free choice in this matter. We 
are not in fact able to say that we 
shall rearm the Germans and that 
we shall not discuss the issue 
with the Russians. We are not 
able to say this because only the 
Germans can, in the last analysis, 
make a German army, and if we 
won't discuss this most critical of

But what can happen in the pe- 
riod when our own strength is 
growing is that in our excessive 
zeal for German troops, in our 
preoccupation with purely mili- 

measures, we shall convince 
not only the Germans but all the 
other peoples of the Continent 
that we have lost interest in 
Europe as a society and a civili- 
zation and have written it off ex- 
cept as a battlefield and g re- 
cruiting ground. | 


The Russian Theme. 


This has long been the theme

“The trap was sprung in the 
town of Yudam, surrounded 
hills,” the letter said.

“You were just lucky if you 
didn't get hit—it wasn’t a case of 
keeping your head down, because 
guys all around you were getting 
hit. And we had to keep that con- 
voy moving.” 

Metcalfe’s letter was written 
from an unspecified rehabilitation 
center. 

A Marine veteran of World 
War II, he ran the half-mile and 
pty varsity football for St. 

vis Country Day School. In 

1943 he was graduated: from 
Princeton, where he ran cross- 
country. While working as a buy- 
er for Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney before being called up with 
the Marine Reserve last August, 
he kept in condition by playing 
rugby in Forest Park.

So now all 
of us have American sub-machine- 
guns. 

Dee. 7—Marched 13--niles to 
Kotori, through snow and temper- 
atures of 15 to 20 below zero. No 
place to get warm. We had burned 
our tents days before. 

“Dec. 13—Amtracks brought us 
to Hungnam and we got aboard 
ship two hours ago. This vessel is 
exactly 100 per cent overcrowded. 
My compartment holds 350 men 
and we have.over 700 now. One 
man sleeps in the rack at night. 
another in the day. Had my first 
shower since Oct. 28.” 

| Cpl. Parsons ended his letter: 

“So many, many of my best bud- 
dies have been killed. It’s one hell 
of a mess.”

Nausea and Vomiting. 


The inhalation of larger doses 
of vapor, or absorption of the 
liquid nerve gas by other routes, 
causes rapid and severe broncho- 
spasm which prevents both inha- 
lation and exhalation. The victim 
becomes confused and cyanotic, 
may have nausea and vomiting, 
and soon falls unconscious. 


Meanwhile the blood pressure 
falls to shock levels. The heart 
beat becomes very slow and may 
be arrested temporarily or perma- 
nently. 


In addition to these effects, 


cause involuntary contraction of 
muscle fibers, muscle bundles, 
and entire muscles, finally result- 
ing in epilepsy-like convulsions. 


Mild cases of nerve gas poison- 
ing may show such mental symp- 
toms as giddiness, tension, anx- 
iety, insomnia and cessive 
dreaming. The sympt of de- 
pression, restlessness, tremor, 
emotional instability and irration- 
al behavior may occur after a 
more severe exposure 

Any physical exercise on the 
part of the victim shduld be 
avoided and he should be kept 
at absolute rest after being res- 
cued from the gas area. Any 
contaminated garments should be 
removed at once and left out- 
doors. The skin should be cleaned 
of adherent nerye gas or fluid by 
thorough washing with. alkaline 
solutions such as a 5 to 10 per 
cent solution of sodium carbonate, 
or ammonia water (household am- 
monia). In case such alkaline so- 
lutions are not available, the skin 
should be cleaned with soap and 
water. 

It is, however, essential to avoid 
any rubbing of the dry skin since 
this enhances the absorption of 
the nerve gas. 

If the respiration is impaired to 
such an extent that the patient 
suffers from a lack of oxygen, as 
indicated by blue lips or ashen 
color of the skin, artificial respi- 
ration is indicated. 


Protective Measures. 


Certain types of gas masks pro- 
tect the eyes, respiratory tract, 
and mouth from access by nerve 
gases in either vapor or spray 
form. The proper fitting of gas 
masks, and their maintenance, re- 
quires very considerable effort 
and training. 

If the nerve gas is of a per- 
sistent type, impermeable protec- 
tive clothing, including boots and 
gloves, which prevents the absorp- 
tion of the gas through the skin 
would be useful. 

Against nonpersistent nerve 
gases, protective clothing, boots 
and gloves are not required. A 


towel saturated with an alkaline 
solution, such as an aqueous s0- 
lution of baking soda or soapy 
water. 

From what is known regarding 
the stability of nerve gases, they 
may dangerously contaminate ex- 
posed foods of high water or fat 
content, including milk. Dry foods, 
such as sugar, flour, etc., are rela- 
tively little affected. Foods in air- 
tight packages are not contami- 
nated by nerve gas vapors, but 
only those in sealed glass or metal 
containers are safe from liquid 
nerve gas. Cooking of foods as- 
sists in decomposition of the gas. 
In general, large bodies of | 3 
water, such as reservoirs or lakes, 
would not be significantly con- 
taminated by exposure to nerve 
gas vapors. Liquid nerve gas, 
however, may cause dangerous 
— persistent contamination of 
water. 


General Considerations.

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Compassio View of Illicit Lese 
RK French treatment of love on the screen has 


been much more adult and realistic than the 
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brief sensation in French literary circles, It 


is * obviously autobiographical account of the adulterous 
affair of a schoolboy and a girl three years older, the wife of 
a French soldier at the front in World War I. The book was 


distinguished by its relentless honesty and its sensitive limn-. 


ing of the anguish, cruelty and torments of the fury of 
passion that swept the two young people involved. The film, 
in a script by Jean Aurenche and Pierre Bost, who did 
“Symphonie Pastorale,” transfers these qualities intact, al- 
though the background is expanded to show more vividly the 
atmosphere of war and carnage in which the affair took place. 

There are censors and would-be censors who have decried 
the film for ‘its compassionate attitude towards the lovers; its 
tenderness and its pity. But, though there are a couple of 
intimate scenes executed with good taste and finesse, there 
is nothing immoral about the film, in my opinion. It under- 
scores its moral with subtle irony as it shows the love destroy- 
ing the lovers themselves—the torturing jealousy, the nagging 
of conscience, the self-inflicted cruelties, consuming bitterness, 
indecision and frustration. The young woman's death in child- 
birth, here made theatrically to coincide with the joy of the 
armistice which to the paramours has meant the return of 
the husband and the end of the affair, is an inexorable tragic 
climax to the doom already certain for the lovers. It is an 
acutely penetrating exploration of human feeling, a fine, 
poignant and beautiful film. 

Claude Autant Lara has directed the film with. delicacy, 
perception and wisdom and given it a rich mood and color 
of background. It has been extraordinarily well acted. As the 
boy of 17, Gerard Philipe, possessed of a sensitive, tragic 
face, gives a deep and burning performance. As the woman, 
Micheline Prelle (formerly Presle) who has since done less 
distinguished work in Hollywood, is soft, tender and be- 
wildered by the tempest of emotion which has overcome her. 
‘Jean Debucourt makes the sympathetic, troubled father of 
the boy, who is unable to steer him clear of the tragedy, 
equally as impressive. 

This is about as far as you can get, certainly, from the 
Indy Hardy puppy-love tale, which is nearest being typical 
of the Hollywood approach to awakening adolescent passion. 
And that, come to think of it, should be something of a 
recommendation in itself. ,

This is almost impossible for 
us to understand because we are 
conscious of our own good inten- 
tions.

But we have to accept the fact 
that having supported Chiang, 
the present regime has no use for 
us and the great majority of the 
people probably believe whatever 
their leaders have told them. 

I .see no way in which we can 
re-establish our old friendship 
with the people of China unless 
the Chinese Government is will- 
ing to allow the United Nations 
to hold and supervise a free elec- 
tion in Korea and to leave. that 
nation free to accept whatever 
can be done by the U.N, in the 
way of rehabilitation.

The canners were amused. “Ha, 
ha,” they chorused, “whipped 
cream in a can, Impossible!” 

But the big, raucous-voiced fel- 
low bit grimly into his cigar and 
issued a prophetic declaration of 
faith. “Gentlemen,” he trumpeted 
in the manner of the late Gen, 
Billy Mitchell, “this is the begin- 
ning of pressure-propelled pack- 
aging!“ 

And so it was. 

Today, at 37, Aaron S. Lapin is 
president of Reddi-Wip, Inc., a 
corporation with sales in excess 
of $7,000,000 a year and 750 em- 
ployes from coast to coast. Bel- 
lowing orders from a deep, leata- 
er-covered swivel chair in his 
offices at 3938 Lindell boulevard, 
“Bunny,” his nickname stitched 
in red letters on his expensive 
white-on-white shirtings, talks as 
if he invented whipped cream 
himself. 

His enthusiasm is pardonable 
because Lapin did no less for 
whipped cream: than the Smith 
brothers did for cough drops. 
Even embittered § competitors 
cannot deny that in three short 
years this upstart from St. Louis 
has become the king of sweet 
white fluff. | 

His company ~ supervises the

cans of Reddi-Wip per annum. 
Since the product made its debut 
Lapin claims, the nation’s total 
consumption of whipped cream 
has approximately doubled. And 
so, for the first time in his epic 
travail, the Common Man faces 
the future with gobs of creamy 
clouds on his gingerbread. 

The flush of fabulous success 
finds Lapin still reaching for the 
stars. In his laboratories research- 
ers are beginning to apply to 
other household items the same 
principle that makes Reddi-Wip 
whip itself, squirt out of the can 
in a fine, clear stream at the 
touch of a finger. They are work- 
ing on a nicely diversified line 
including shaving cream, ketchup, 
shampoo, mayonnaise, suntan 
lotion, mustard, and iodine. Some 
day you may buy all of these 
things in new-fangled push- 
button containers dreamed up by 
“Bunny.” 

Never the cringing wallflower 
type, Lapin likes to recall inti- 
mate details of his rise to riches. 
Under mild prodding, he can be 
persuaded to pontificate on the 
subject for several hours. The 
lecture will be in language oc- 
casionally reminiscent of Jimmy 
Durante and once or twice you 
may find shaving soap being 
squirted under your nose by way 
of “live” demonstration. 

Only when you ask “Bunny” 
what the sudden acquisition of 
wealth has meant to him person- 
ally does he freeze up and shrug: 
“TI eat more reg’lah.”

APIN never was a Dead End. 

Kid. His parents set him to 

Washington University to study 
law. There, classmates soon 
learned that “lapin” means “rab- 
bit” in French and thus hung on 
him the handie he still carries 
proudly into the most momentous 
business conferences. In 1935, 
just before graduation, “Bunny” 
faced the alternative of taking a 
job and getting married or 
sweating through his bar exami- 
nation and going to work as a law 
clerk for $50 a month. He quit 
school and went to work in his 
father’s clothing emporium on 
Cherokee street.

see his brother-in-law, Mark Lip- 
Sky,, who was in the milk busi- 
ness. In Lipsky’s outer office sat 
a man with a gadget. The man 
was one Thom Saehlin and he 
was trying to sell a product called 
“Sta-Whip,” a substitute whip- 
ping cream made of light cream 
and vegetable fat, held together 
with a secret chemical stabilizer. 

“I know as much about a cow 
as you do,” says “Bunny” as he 
beams in fond retrospect on the 
scene, “but I says to Mark maybe 
this guy got something. I’m hun- 
gry, see? So he buys the guy out, 
the formula and everything, gives 
it to me to look after and forgets 
the whole thing.” 


. 
SUBSTITUTE whipping 
A cream sounded like a good 


idea in those days because 
the real McCoy was not made 


during the war. The peace-time - 


product contains a minimum of 
30 per cent butterfat. War-time 
restrictions prohibit manufacture 
of cream containing more than 
19 per cent butterfat. Actually, 
“Sta-Whip” is but a distant rela- 
tive of Reddi-Wip. Its signif- 
icance lies largely in explaining 
the present product’s ancestry. 

“I got back from Chicago,” 
Lapin relates, “and made a deal 
with Joe Winkler at Valley Farm 
Dairy. The deal was that they’d 
make the stuff, I'd sell it and 
we'd split profits. 


“I went to my own bake shop 
and other shops in the neighbor- 
hood, see, and I says: ‘Look, you 
can still make whipped cream 
cakes with this stuff.’ Also, my 
product was 50 per cent cheaper 
because butterfat was then sell- 
ing for 85 cents a pound and 
vegetable fat for 1934 cents. 

“They all said to send over a 
gallon and they’d try it. 
two weeks I was making $150 and 
$200 a week. I was still in the 
clothing store but I was makin’ 
more by accident than I was on 
purpose!” 

Marshaling the legal training 
of his school days, Lapin then 
sold a franchise to manufacture 
“Sta-Whip” in St. Louis. He sold 
it to Louis Lang, a veteran dairy- 
man, who made the product, sold 
it in bulk to bakers and in con- 
tainers to housewives, paying 
Lapin royalties on his output. 
business was fine, but as it ex- 
panded it hit two immovable ob- 
jects: the weather and the law. 

Federal law said that you can- 
not ship in interstate commerce 
a cream product which contains 
vegetable fat to make it look like 
more. And each summer the 
“Sta-Whip” business hit a terrific 
slump because everybody was too 
hot to bother buying it. 

Lapin met the legal objection 
by preparing’ for postwar days 
when it would be possible to 
make cream containing 30 per 
cent butterfat. He fought the 
summer doldrums by having a 
“gun” designed which drug store

men could use to squirt Sta- 
Whip” on ice cream sodas. 


“But all the time,” he says, 
“we run into waste. You know 
yourself, Your wife goes and 
buys a container of whipping 
cream. You use a little here and 
a little there. Before you know 
it, half is spoiled and you have 
to throw it out. 

“So 1 thought to myself: 
‘Wouldn’t it be wonderful to have 
a throw-away gun, the kind we 
now use on Reddi-Wip. You 
know, you can keep it for two 
weeks under normal refrigera- 
tion. But I’m not a mechanic 
or a scientist, see. I know noth- 
ing about cans and pressures and 
oxidization. But all the time I 
rack my brain about how we can 
put this idea in effect when we 
got no money.” 

Finally, he persuaded the 
Knapp-Monarch Co., St. Louis ap- 
pliance manufacturers, to develop 
a “gun.” In due time, a special 
valve came forth which traps the 
gas that whips the cream inside 
the can and forces it out as you 
want it. The can you buy con- 
tains only cream of 30 per cent 
butterfat content, the Reddi-Wip 
stabilizer, some vanilla and so- 
called whipping cream gas. 

Beginning early in 1948, 
“Bunny” really went to town. He 
set up Reddi-Wip as a corpora- 
tion and gave his brother-in-law 
50 per cent of the stock, but since 
both poured a lot of money intd 
the development of dispensers 
and other paraphernalia neither 
had any cash to begin operations. 
Lapin broke this bottleneck by 
selling his old customer Lou Lang 
25 per cent of the company’s 
stock for $15,000. Lang still re- 
mains as treasurer of the firm. 
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HERE is little about the cor- 

poration’s current metabolism 

suggestive of these primitive 
birth pangs. It has licensed 52 
plants throughout the country and 
Canada (most of them dairies) to 
make Reddi-Wip according to pre- 
scribed formula. The biggest food 
chains handle it. More than $1,- 
000,000 yearly is spent by the par- 
ent company on advertising (a 
chunk of it for an Arthur Godfrey 
radio show) and the distributors 
easily spend another $1,000,000. 

Thanks to these appropriations 
every known drumming device 
from vast color spreads in Life 
Magazine to à particularly—and 
purposely — eardrum - bursting 
singing jingle is constantly urg- 
ing us to try whipped cream on 
more and more edibles. Reddi- 
Wip is officially recommended for 
puddings, cakes, pies, hot choco- 
late, fruit, gingerbread, ice cream, 
and gelatin desserts. It has not 
yet been advertised for pork 
chops but it is perfectly safe to 
assume that Lapin and associates 
would not mind anybody using it 
that way. 

Their St. Louis headquarters 
supplies licenses with containers, 
valves, tamper-proof sealing tops 
and even the completely equipped 
assembly line to put a dealer in 
business. The firm used to man- 
ufacture these paraphernalia in 
plants at Lemay, Mo., and Detroit, 
but these are now being closed 
down to be consolidated in a big 
new plant going up at 4205 For- 


per cent of the country's 
whipped cream business. 


For instance, we hope to make a 
shaving cream and a. shampoo 
that'll whip up a lather in the 
container, before you squirt it on 
your face or head. And have you 
ever gone to a restaurant and 
gotten hold of a bottle of ketchup 
or a jar of mustard that’s been 
handled by a million people?” 

He pauses to screw up his face 
in utter revulsion. | 
Well, we're gonna make a 
bottla ketchup where the ketchup 
isn’t touched until ‘you touch it! 
And another thing. There's a 
waste of maybe 20 or 25 per cent 
which we can save because we 
can clean out the can!” 

He stops again to thump a flat 
hand against his fist to show the 
futility of man’s efforts to coax 
ketchup out of a dried-up near- 
empty bottle. 

“Now what happens with io- 
dine? You take the swabbing 
stick out of the bottle and apply 
it here today and there the next 
day. Do you know that con- 
taminates the whole bottle with 
those particular germs? I didn’t 
know that. The Quartermaster 
Corps told me. They're inter- 
ested in a bottle that'll spray. on 
iodine.”

Reddi-Wip has made other salu- 
tary changes in Lapin’s life. In- 
stead of working from 9 a.m. to 
9 p.m., as he did in the store his 
father still runs today, he now 
works from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., in- 
cluding Saturday. He bought him- 
self a large residence at 40 Lake 
Forest drive, made his young 


brother, Seymour, secretary of the 


company and saw to it that the 
whole family blossomed forth in 
what appears to outsiders as a 
veritable fleet of Cadillacs. : 

But wealth did not shut Lapin 
off from adversity. Several per- 
sons among his circle of relatives 
were stricken with cancer and 
“Bunny,” with characteristic 
drive, toured medical institutions 
all over the eountry to see what 
could be done for them. The 
doctors told him that the answer 
may some day turn up in one of 
the obscure research laborafories 
which are being financed with 
the help of the Damon Runyon 
Cancer Fund. 

Promptly, “Bunny” found out 

all he could about this non-profit 
organization. Told that no contri- 
butions made to the fund are ever 
tapped for administrative expense, 
he offered the facilities of his 
company, without charge, for 
fund-raising drives in St. Louis 
and ten other cities where Redi- 
Wip maintains sales offices. The 
offer was accepted and campaigns 
will soon be organized. 
_ If the Lapins go after money 
for cancer research as successfully 
as they plumped fof pressure- 
propelled packaging, scientists 
may soon hear the encouraging 
rustle of fresh currency.
